Fair Wear and Tear 


Mr. Wibston Churchill's. suggestion to 
the British Chancellor of the Exchequer 
will appeal to Irish authors. 

The suggestion was that authors might 
be allowed “: to write off every year against 
income tax a substantial sum for the 
depreciation of their mental machinery 
through wear and tear and through age 
and use.” Manufacturers are permitted 
to make a deduction for the depreciation 
of their machinery in their factories ; why 
not authors? 

The income tax assessors might. have 
difficulty. im dealing with such claims, 
Authors who boast about their “creative 
impulse” might reasonably dispute the 
use of the worde  machinery,” as Gilbert 
complained when he was officially described 
as a playwright. Writers of ‘“ best- 
sellers,” on the other hand, might be dis- 
inclined to admit any “' depreciation,” 
even in the good cause of getting some- 
thing back from the collector, 

What would happen, I wonder, if the 
assessors called upon the claimant to 
“show cause” for claiming that his 
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mental machinery was, in fact, "ac. 
preciating? It would he extremely interest- 
ing to view the queue of authors attending 
for examination on the subject. In those 
circumstances they might be less touchy 
about unfavourable reviews. They might 
even seek them.

following the sinking by Japanese war ‘planes of the United States 
gunboat Panay (reported in yesterday’s ‘‘Irish Times’’), and to 


succour the wounded. 


In the course of yesterday the Japanese military, naval and 
diplomatic authorities made a series of apologies and expressions of 
regret for the attack on the United States vessels, and Admiral 
Hasewaga is believed to have offered Admiral Yarnell full compen- 


sation.

lt is learned that the Japanese authorities were notified 
of the concentration of American shipping last Friday, and 
were asked to take steps to ensure its safety, cá 


It is also learned that a party of Japanese Army officers, 
escorted by armed soldiers, boarded the Panay on Sunday morning, 
and courteously exchanged information about the situation at 
Nanking. In addition, they asked the destination of the Panay. 


During the visit many armed Japanese troops came 
alongside in sampans, and trained their weapons on the 
United States gunboat. | | 


The American Embassy understands that there were in all 
seventy-six persons on board the Panay when it was bombed, in- 
cluding a crew of fifty-four and six Chinese.

H.M. gunboat Bee. which was herself fired on on Sun- 
day, rushed to the scene as soon as the news was known, and 
has been helping in picking up survivors.

Company, who'was on board the 
Meiping, one of the three American lighters sunk at the same time. 


A Japanese “plane circled over H.K.S. Bee, at a low altitude, 
as she came alongside the wharf near Flohsien, where the Panay 
and the other vessels were sunk.

Mr. Pickering said that there were some twelve Europeans 
about a mile and a half from the wharf on the same side of the 
river, and the Bee sent a party to collect them. He added that 
the officers, and the remainder of the ship's company and 
passengers of the Panay, were on the left Nanking bank. When 
darkness fell they had not been seen from the Bee owing to the in- 
tervening islands. :

rambler’s death in a moorland 
blizzard was told last night by one 
of the survivors of a party of two 
young men and‘ two girls who were 
lost in the desolate country between 
Ewden Bech and Derwent, on the 
Yorkshire-Derbyshire border. 

The snow fell so quickly that they had 
to dig themselves out with their hands, 
and their desperate fight against the en- 
gulfing snow ended only when the blizzard 
abated a little. Three of them extricated 
themselves exhausted, the fourth, Norah 
Leary, aged ‘about 19, of Birch road, 
Sheffield, was dead. 

The others were Albert Garfitt (26), of 
Fitzwilltam street; Fred Glaser (23), of 
Normanton street, and Margaret Dearnley, 
of Stanforth road, Sheffield. 

Nothing had been heard of them since 
they set out from Sheffield on Sunday 
morning, and search parties were organised 
by fellow-ramblers of the Associate Ramb- 
ling Club. 


A FIERCE BLIZZARD 


Albert Garfitt said to a reporter: “ We 
set out on Sunday morning, and late in the 
afternoon we were lost. : 

‘Shortly afterwards a fierce blizzard 
swept the moors, making our slow progress 
more difficult. 

“ It was then that Norah first collapsed, 
and within the next hour she collapsed six 
or seven tines. i 

“ For some distance we half-dragged her 
and supported the other girl, but soon we 
found it impossible to go any further. 

“We settled in a large hole to wait for 
the blizzard to subside and to wait for the 
dawn.+ ©» , 2 

““ It was not long before the hole became 
covered with snow, and we realised wé were 
in a terrible plight. 

‘“ During the night we had constantly to 
clear the snow, pushing it away with our 
hands. During that period Norah died. 
This morning, when we had to leave her, 
we covered her body with what clothes we 
could spare. We found a small river and 
followed it down-stream, eventually reach- 
ing a farm. We then came on to Broom- 
head Hall, 

‘* By dawn Margaret was in such a weak 
condition that she could not stand up. 
When we left the hole we had to drag her 
with us, She is now recovering.”’ 

Garfitt and Glaser were also recovering, 
and intended to go out to the moors to 
recover the girl’s body.

The need for a new Constitution was 
evident from the number of amendments 
in the Constitution of 1922. It was a case 
not of an institution made in our peri 
being out of touch with the next, but of 
a whole body of institutions being out of 
touch with the very period in which they 
were made. The Constitution of 1922 was 
fettered to a Treaty which had divided the 
country. politically and plunged it into 
civil war. 

The Constitution of 1937 was not 
designed to repair or reconstruct the 
system established fifteen years ago. It 
was concerned more with the facts of 
life—the life of the individual citizen and 
the life of the nation—than with prin- 
ciples of political science and axioms of 
constitutional law. 


RECENT EXAMPLES 


In most of the Constitutions recently 
enacted it was found that the balance of 
the emphasis swung away from the organs 
of government, and tended more and more 
to be laid in the social] character of the 
political community itself. These Con- 
stitutions were not imposed from without, 
but were the result of the national frame 
of mind towards certain fundamental 
questions. The Constitution of 1922 took 
little account of our nationhood, and less 
of the tone of our national thought or the 
trend of our national development. It took 
no account of the great philosophy of 
human life and conduct with which the 
Irish race had been identified for fifteen 
hundred years, and by which the destiny 
of the Irish race had been largely, if not 
wholly, determined. 

Watching the march of events in the rest 
of the world in the last fifteen years many 
changes were noticed. 

“We find systems of Government 
erected upon the negation of those very 
ideas and ideals, which have been the basis 
and substance of our national life and our 
national policy for centuries. We find 
systems and schools, whose doctrine 1s the 
denial of personal morality or State re- 
sponsibility, whose method is force, and 
whose object and effect is the establish- 
ment of a social order destructive of 
human dignity and divorced from the ideas 
which we hold on the supreme question of 
man’s supernatural dignity.” 


THE NATION’S SHIELD 


From these movements the Irish people 
learned that there was a direct and imme- 
diate relation between the life of the in- 
dividual and the life of the community. 
The new Constitution was fashioned for a 
shield upon the arm and a weapon in the 
hand of the Irish people against the 
challenge thrown across half the width of 
the world. All history went to show that 


| 


allegiance, human progress, and every de- 
velopment in the art of civilised and polite 
living had been marked not only by an 
enhancement of the status of the in- 
dividual as such, but also by an improve- 
ment in his relation with political society. 

The directive principles of social 
policy embodied in the new Constitu- 
tion were intended to promote the 
welfare of the whole people by securing 
and protecting an improved social order. 
They had a positive side as well—the 
better distribution of property, the 
regulation of credit in the interests of the 
community, and the establishment of 
working farmers upon the land in 
economic security. 


THE MASTERS 


On those principles a sound social and 
progressive economic order within the 
nation could be built up. The nation was 
enthroned as never before in our law, nd 
within its framework every Irishman 
could take his place. Under it the people, 
and the people only, were masters. Could 
they doubt that an Irish State so con- 
structed and so maintained would stand 
full in the light of its yreat traditions and 
square with its history and heritage? Could 
they doubt either the i-aportance which, 
in such circumstances, this island might 
still play in the domain of foreign affairs 
and the value of its coatribution to the 
peace and harmony of the world

TRONG criticism of shortage of G.S.R. 
S wagons for the discharge of coal ca 

at Waterford port and of an ‘slike 
statement by Mr. P. J. Floyd, G.S.R. traffic 
manager, to a Cork deputation that the prail- 
way company regarded Cork as the base for 
supplying the whole of the South of Ireland 
with coal, was “voiced at the annual general 
meeting of the Waterford Chamber of Com- 
merce to-day. A resolution of protest was 
adopted, and it was decided to agitate for 
Waterford representation on the G.S.R. 
Board of Directors. 

The city’s claim to representation on the 
Board of Directors of the Electricity Supply 
Board was also urged, with a view to the 
reduction of present charges. 

Referring to the wagon shortage, Mr. 
James Alyward, Mayor, said that they could 
quite understand there was difficulty in find- 
ing an é¢normous number of wagons in con- 
nection with the sugar beet traffic, but de- 
murrage had to be paid on boats held up in 
Waterford Port. For some time past in 
Waterford they also had antique craneage, 
and it had been proved that in many id- 
stances wagons required in port had been 
sent down to Rosslare to take coal from 
there. He suggested that‘ it would be to 
Waterford’s advantage to exchange notes 
with Cork on. the matter. 

Mr. J. A. Nolan, who was re-elected 
President, described as ‘‘extraordinary and 
contemptuous”’ the statement attributed to 
Mr. P. J. Floyd in the Press when he described 
Cork as the coal distributing centre for the 
whole of the South of Ireland. Undoubtedly, 
he said, the beet industry was a great and 
important enterprise, but it should not be 
facilitated by the railway company at the 
expense of other commercial activities. 


REPRESENTATION 


He thought that the Government should be 
approached with a view to having the E.8.B.

CONSUL TELLS OF THEIR 
DEVELOPMENT 


Speaking on Czechoslovakian films at & 
meeting of the Irish Film Society, held in 
the Mansién House, Dublin, last night, Dr. 
K. Kostal, Czechoslovakia. Consul, ‘said that 
after the War the people of Central European 
countries went cinema mad, but at that time 
Czech films were going through their pioneer 
days. The producers were ambitious and 
tried to make big spectacular films that 
would show the nation the road to freedom,

fought for the country’s 
independence. Although their efforts were 
inspired by real patriotism and showed a 
good deal of techmical skill, they never rose 
to the level of American and lead 
European productions. Between 1927 an 
1930 the film indusfry in his country was 
placed on a soúnd financial basis and. the 
producers , began to concentrate on less 
ambitious themes, so that their pictures could 
stand better comparison with the average 
film on the market. It was, however, only 
during the past five or six years that th 
aed out anything deserving internatio 
recognition. 

Czechoslovak art, said Dr. Kostal, ds 
speaking, had shown itself to best advantage 
when expressing the hidden creative forces of 
their people. This also applied to their 
music, paintings and sculptures. Even m 
opera ‘and drama they obtained the . best 
results when they applied their national 
artistic outlook to the laws of the work in 
hand.
